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The  ratio  of  direct 
Government  payments  to  cash 
receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings was  relatively  high  in  the 
1930*  s,  declined  sharply  dur- 
ing World  War  II,  and  through 
the  mid-lQSCs,  and  has  risen 
in  recent  years.  It  is  cur- 
rently running  close  to  8  per- 
cent, about  the  same  as  in 
1966-68.  However,  on  an  ab- 
solute basis,  payments  this 
year  are  expected  to  be  record 
high,  some  $1/4  billion  above 
the  $3.5  billion  reported  in 
1968.

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FARM  INCOME-FIRST  HALF  OF  1969 


Cash  Receipts 

Strcaig  domestic  demand  for  farm 
products,  particularly  livestock  products 
and  fruits  and  vegetables,  pushed  cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  Janu- 
ary -.June  1969  to  a  record  level  of  $19.9 
billion.    This  was  some  $1.6  billion  above 
the  corresponding  period  of  I968.  Prices 
received  for  farm  products  averaged  about 
5'2-  percent  higher,  while  the  volvime  of 
farm  marketings  was  estimated  around  2 
percent  above  the  first  half  of  I968. 

Livestock  and  livestock  product 
receipts  were  estimated  at  $13. U  billion 
in  the  first  6  months  of  this  year,  com- 
pared with  ^12.1  billion  a  year  earlier. 
The  average  of  livestock  and  product  prices 
received  by  farmers  was  up  almost  11  per- 
cent, and  total  farm  marketings  of  meat 
anL'jal,  dairy,  and  poultry  products  was 
fractionally  above  the  volume  sold  during 
January-June  I968. 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  of 
meat  aniinals  were  sub stajiti ally  larger 
than  a  year  ago,  reflecting  the  strong 
dei.iand  expansion  and  higher  prices  for 
livestock.    Receipts  from  marketings 


of  cattle  and  calves  were  estimated  about 
$3/^  billion  above  January-June  I968,  as 
farm  prices  averaged  13  percent  higher. 
Hog  producers'  receipts  were  up  close  to 
$l/U  billion,  with  farm  prices  running  11 
percent  higher  than  in  early  I968.  Farm 
marketings  of  both  beef  and  pork  were  esti 
mated  aroxind  1  percent  higher  than  in  the 
first  half  of  I968. 

Dairy  product  receipts  totaled  a 
little  above  January-June  I968 — about  $75 
million.    The  volume  of  milk  delivered  to 
plants  and  deailers  was  down  1^  percent, 
but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  a  price 
increase  of  about       percent.    Egg  prices 
during  the  first  half  of  this  year  were 
one-fifth  higher  than  a  year  earlier  lead- 
ing to  a  gain  in  producers'  receipts  of 
about  $175  million.    Farm  marketings  of 
eggs  were  down  slightly  from  a  year  earlier 
however,  in  June,  they  were  fractionally 
higher  than  in  June  I968.    Broiler  prices 
and  marketings  were  above  a  year  earlier 
during  January -June  1969,  and  producers' 
receipts  were  estimated  9  percent  (about 
$60  million)  larger. 

Crop  receipts  during  January-June 
1969  totaled  $6.5  billion,  up  almost  $300 
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million  from  the  corresponding  period  of 
1968.    Prices  averaged  almost  2  percent 
lower,  but  the  estimated  volume  of  farm 
marketings  was  up  more  than  5  percent. 

Increased  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  of  vegetables  and  fruits  con- 
tributed most  to  the  overall  gain  in  crop 
receipts  in  the  first  half  of  this  year. 
Vegetable  prices  averaged  moderately  high- 
er than  a  year  earlier  as  supplies  were 
ample  but  not  burdensome  and  demand  con- 
tinued to  expcuid.    Growers'  receipts  from 
potato  marketings  were  sharply  higher  as 
farm  prices  averaged  one-fourth  higher 
than  in  the  first  half  of  I968;  however, 
May-J\me  19^9  prices  were  close  to  year- 
earlier  levels.    Substantisd.  increases  in 
marketings  of  citrus  products — partic\ilar- 
ly  oranges — more  than  offset  lower  prices, 
contributing  most  to  the  overall  increase 
in  receipts  for  the  fruits  and  nuts  group. 

Marketing  receipts  for  the  grains 
complex  showed  little  change  in  the  first 
half  of  this  year  frcaa  I968  as  lower  prices 
tended  to  offset  a  moderately  larger  vol- 
ume of  marketings.    Receipts  from  farm 
marketings  of  cotton  and  t  obacco  were 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  an 
increased  volume  of  marketings.  Soybeein 
receipts  through  June  I969  were  up  moder- 
ately fran  a  year  earlier  as  an  increased 
volume  of  marketings  from  the  bumper  I968 
crop  more  than  offset  a  slight  drop  in 
average  prices  received. 

Through  May  of  I969  (Jxrne  figures 
not  yet  available)  direct  Government  pay- 
ments to  all  participating  fanners  totaled 
a  reported  $595  million  compared  with  $568 
million  in  January -May  I968.    As  usxxal, 
most  of  the  Government  payments  to  farmers 
will  be  made  in  the  second  half  of  the 
calendar  year,  and  for  all  of  I969  may 
total  around  $1/^4- billion  above  the  report- 
ed $3.5  billion  in  I968.    Most  of  the  in- 
crease anticipated  this  year  will  come 
frcm  larger  total  payments  \inder  the  Feed 
Grain  Program. 

Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  through  June 
of  this  year  were  estimated  at  a  season- 
ally adjusted  annual  rate  of  about  $38.4 


billion,  up  some  $2^  billion  from  the  an- 
nual rate  in  the  first  half  of  I968.  The 
index  of  prices  paid  by  fanners  for  pro- 
duction items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage 
rates  was  about  3^  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier.    Prices  paid  for  feeder  live- 
stock have  shown  a  particularly  sharp  in- 
crease— up  about  12  percent  from  a  year 
earlier.    Building  and  fencing  materials 
were  reported  10  percent  higher  than  in 
early  I968,  but  apparently  these  prices 
have  recently  eased.    Farm  machinery  and 
motor  vehicle  prices  paid  by  farmers  are 
riinning  k-3  percent  over  1968- levels.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  average  of  prices  paid 
by  farmers  for  purchased  feed  was  about 
the  same  as  a  year  earlier  through  June 
1969,  and  fertilizer  prices  averaged  k 
percent  lower. 

Feeder  livestock  purchased  through 
the  early  months  of  this  year  were  in  larger 
volume  and  higher  priced  than  a  year  ago. 
Also,  the  volimie  of  fertilizer  bought  by 
farmers  will  probably  be  up  again  from  the 
previous  year.    The  number  of  hired  hands 
is  continuing  to  decline,  and  throvigh  the 
first  6  months  of  this  year  averaged  about 
3  percent  lower;  but  farm  wage  rates  aver- 
aged about  13  percent  higher  than  the  first 
half  of  last  year.    Interest  charges  were 
up  11  percent  and  taxes  per  acre  7  percent. 

Cress  and  Net  Income 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the 
first  half  of  I969  was  estimated  at  an 
annual  rate,  seasonally  adjusted,  of  around 
$5^  billion,  compared  with  a  rate  of  $50.5 
billion  in  the  same  period  last  year.  The 
strong  svirge  in  cash  receipts  frcm  farm 
marketings,  particularly  in  the  second 
quarter  of  this  year,  was  responsible  for 
this  sharp  boost  in  the  flow  of  gross  farm 
income . 

There  was  also  a  sharp  rise  in  the 
cost  of  operating  the  farm  business  during 
the  first  half  of  this  year.    But,  gross 
inccme  was  estimated  to  be  rising  much 
faster  than  expenses  in  the  first  half  of 
the  year.    Thus,  realized  net  farm  income 
was  at  an  annual  rate  (seasonally  adjust- 
ed) of  approximately  a  billion  dollars 
above  the  $lU.6  billion  in  the  first  half 
of  1968      (See  table  l).

FARM  INCOME  IN  1968 


JULY  1969 


Realized  gross  farm  income  last 
year  reached  a  record  high  of  $51.1  bil- 
lion, up  about  $2.1  billion  from  I967. 
Farm  production  expenses,  at  $36.3  billion, 
were  also  record  high,  up  about  $l2  bil- 
lion from  a  year  earlier.    With  gross 
income  rising  faster  than  expenses  last 
year,  realized  net  farm  income  increased 
to  $lU.8  billion,  $600  million  above  I967. 
Except  for  I966,  when  realized  net  farm 
income  reached  a  near  record  of  $l6.3 
billion,  the  I968  level  was  the  highest 
since  1951. 

Per  farm,  realized  net  farm  income 
in  1968  was  $U,84l,  up  more  than  $300  from 
1967,  but  slightly  below  the  record  of 
$5,0M+  realized  in  I966.    These  averages, 
however,  obscure  the  distribution  of  in- 
come among  farmers .    For  example .  farms 
with  sales  of  farm  products  under  $2,500 
in  1968  averaged  about  $l,06o  per  farm  in 
realized  net  farm  income  while  farms  with 
sales  of  $Uo,000  and  over  averaged  over 
$2i+,000. 

Also,  most  farm  families  receive 
income  from  off -farm  sources.  For  I968, 
farm-operator  families  with  farm  product 
sales  of  less  than  $2,500  received  about 
6  times  as  much  off-farm  income  as  real- 
ized net  farm  inccxne.    Even  families  on 


farms  in  the  $Uo,000  and  over  sales  class 
had  additional  income  from  off -farm  sources 
which  averaged  about  one-sixth  of  their 
total  income.    For  a  closer  examination  of 
the  distribution  of  farms  and  farm  income 
by  value  of  sales  classes,  see  the  text 
and  tables  on  pages  67-72  of  this  report. 

The  per  capita  personal  incone  of 
the  farm  population  rose  8  percent  to  a 
record  level  in  I968,  with  increases  from. 
both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources.  Disposable 
personal  income  (after  taxes)  per  capita 
of  the  farm  population  fron  all  sources  in 
1968  was  estimated  at  $2,l63  compared  with 
$2,019  in  1967.     In  1968,  the  average  in- 
come of  farm  people  was  73  percent  of  the 
per  capita  disposable  personal  income  of 
the  nonfarm  population,  not  much  different 
than  in  I967,  but  down  slightly  from  the 
record  75  percent  in  I966 .    This  ratio  of 
the  per  capita  income  of  farm  people  to 
nonfarm  people  is  now  running  much  higher 
than  the  55  percent  averaged  in  the  1950's 
and  early  1960's.    Steady  gains  in  income 
from  nonfarrn  sovirces  as  well  as  higher 
levels  of  farm  income  have  contributed  to 
this  improvement  (See  table  7H,  page  50). 
Also,  the  farm  population  has  declined 
about  one-third  since  I960,  while  the  non- 
farm  population  has  increased  some  15  per- 
cent. 


FARM  INCOME  REVISIONS 


Regularly  scheduled  revisions  of 
estimates  of  gross  and  net  farm  income 
and  expenses  are  published  each  year  in 
the  July  Farm  Income  Situation.  These 
revisions  generally  cover  the  three  pre- 
ceding years,  in  this  case  I966-68.  The 
revisions  are  incorporated  into  the  na- 
tional income  arid  product  accounts  main- 
tained by  the  Office  of  Business  Economics, 
Department  of  Commerce.    The  historical 
tables  which  contain  the  revisions  also 
show  averages  for  I9IO-1I+,  I915-I9,  I920- 
2k  and  annual  data  from  I925  through  I968, 
starting  on  page  U3  and  have  the  suffix 
H  to  differentiate  them  frcan  other  tables 
in  this  report. 


Quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income 
for  1966-68  at  seasonally  adjusted  annual 
rates  have  been  revised  in  line  with  the 
new  annual  totals  and  quarterly  pattern  of 
receipts.    The  previously  published  estimate 
for  the  first  quarter  of  I969  has  also  been 
revised  in  line  with  later  information  and 
to  conform  to  the  revised  I968  level.  The 
quarterly  data  are  shown  in  table  1. 

The  estimates  in  this  report  cover 
50  States  starting  with  I960.     Prior  to 
i960,  as  is  true  of  most  Government  statis- 
tics, the  data  apply  to  the  kQ  conterminous 
States  and  exclude  Alaska  and  Hawaii.

Estimates  of  the  distributions 
of  farms  and  their  income  and  expenses 
by  value  of  sales  classes  for  the  years 
1960-68  are  presented  in  the  following 
tables,  ID  throxigh  5D.     Except  for 
introduction  of  I966-67  regular  farm 
income  revisions  and  preliminary  I968 
estimates,  this  updated  series  is  simi- 
lar to  that  published  in  the  July  I968 
Farm  Income  Situation.    A  detailed  de- 
scription of  the  methodology  used  in 
the  series  is  published  in  the  March 
1969  issue  of  the  Statistical  Reporter, 
a  monthly  publication  of  the  Office  of 
Statistical  Standards,  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  1/ 

An  examination  of  the  distribu- 
tions of  farms  and  farm  income  by  value 
of  sales  classes  reveals  many  aspects  of 
the  farm  income  situation  that  are  not 
apparent  from  the  aggregates  and  averages 
from  all  farms  combined.    Estimates  of 
class  averages  are  sometimes  misleading 
and  should  be  used  cautiously.  Basic 
information  for  nvmibers  of  farms  and 
their  characteristics  by  sales  class 
do  not  provide  information  about  indi- 
vidual farms.    The  idea  that  every  farm 
in  a  specified  group  experiences  income 
and  expenses  that  change  along  with  the 
indicated  group  average  is  not  intended. 
Income  and  expenses  for  individual  farms 
within  a  group  may  be  either  above  or 
below  the  prevailing  group  average  in  a 
given  year,  and  farms  may  even  move  up 
or  down  into  another  sales  class  group 
from  one  year  to  the  next. 


The  distributions  show  rapid 
changes  in  the  inccxtie  struct\ire  of  our 
Nation's  farms  in  recent  years.  For 
example,  in  I96O  nearly  one-third  of  all 
cash  receipts  from  faming  were  account- 
ed for  by  farms  with  value  of  sales  of 
$U0,000  or  more.    By  I968,  the  propor- 
tion was  nearing  50  percent.    Also,  this 
same  sales  class  group  increased  in  num- 
ber from  113,000  in  i960  to  19U,000  in 
1968.    Thus,   in  I968  they  represented 
only  6.k  percent  of  the  total  number  of 
farms,  but  accounted  for  U8.5  percent 
of  the  cash  receipts  from  farming  and 
31.6  percent  of  the  reaJ-ized  net  farm 
income , 

Many  fam  families  in  each  of  the 
value  of  sales  classes  supplement  their 
family  income  with  earnings  fron  off -farm 
sources.    Table  5D  shows  that  in  I968 
farm-operator  families  with  sales  of  less 
than  $2,500  received  almost  six   times  as 
much  off -farm  income  as  net  farm  income 
($6,2Ul  compared  to  $1,059).    Even  fami- 
lies in  the  $Uo,000  and  over  sales  class 
with  realized  net  farm  incane  averaging 
slightly  mere  than  $2U,000  had  axi  addi- 
tional income  of  over  $5,000  from  off- 
fann  sources.

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FARM  INCOME  CONCEPTS:    THEIR  MEANING  AND  MEASUREMENT 


The  Department  of  Agricxilture  publishes  regularly  a  comprehensive  set  of  income  estimates  relating 
to  agriculture  which  have  been  developed  over  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  (see  the  preceding  tables). 
The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  describe  briefly  the  principal  concepts  involved  in  the  farm  income 
estimates  and  how  they  are  measured . 

Basically,  the  estimates  center  around  two  major  concepts  of  farm  incane. 

One  views  agriculture  as  a  business  or  industry,  measuring  gross  farm  income,  farm  production  ex- 
penses, and  finally  the  net  return  to  farm  operators  for  their  farm  work  (including  that  of  their  fami- 
lies) and  for  the  capital  invested  in  their  farms  eind  equipment.    The  most  commonly  used  measure  of  the 
net  return  from  agriculture  is — Realized  Net  Incccie  of  Farm  Operators  from  Farming . 

The  other  major  concept  relates  to  the  people  who  live  on  farms  and  the  incomes  they  have  available 
for  purchasing  the  goods  and  services  in  the  American  standard  of  living.    This  concept  recognizes  that 
there  are  some  people  living  on  farms,  such  as  farm  laborers  and  their  families,  in  addition  to  people  in 
farm-operator  families,  and  also  that  farm  people  receive  a  significant  part  of  their  income  from  nonfann 
sources  as  well  as  from  the  farm.    The  series  appropriate  to  this  concept  is — Personal  Income  of  the  Farm 
Population  from  All  Sources. 

These  two  major  series  are  derived  from  the  various  components,  or  building  blocks,  of  the  farm 
income  estimates.    Generally,  the  individual  components  are  important  series  in  their  own  right,  provid- 
ing insight  into  the  major  econcmic  forces  affecting  the  over-all  farm  income  situation. 

The  components  used  in  calculating  the  realized  net  and  total  net  income  from  farming  for  I968  are 
shown  in  the  following  table :

Realized  gross  farm  income  includes  3  principal  components: 

1.  Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  farm  products  represent  gross  receipts  frcm 
commercial  market  sales  as  well  as  loans  (net  of  redemptions)  made  or  guaranteed 
by  CCC  and  purchases  under  price  support  programs. 

2.  Government  payments  to  farmers  are  those  made  directly  to  farmers  in  connection 
with  farm  programs  such  as  the  Soil  Bank,  Agricultural  Conservation,  and  Wool 
Incentive  Programs. 

3.  Nonmoney  income  includes  farm  products  consumed  directly  in  farm  households 
(valued  at  average  prices  received  by  farmers)  and  the  value  of  housing  provided 
by  farm  dwellings  (determined  in  relation  to  the  value  of  the  dwellings). 

Farm  production  expenses  comprise  the  aggregate  costs  incurred  in  farm  production.    They  include 
current  farm  operating  expenses  for  such  items  as  wages  paid  to  hired  labor  (in  cash  and  in  kind)  and 
outlays  for  repairs  of  equifwient  and  operation  of  the  farm,  as  well  as  purchases  of  feed,  seed,  and 
livestock.    Overhead-type  costs  include  charges  for  depreciation  and  other  capital  consumption,  taxes 
on  farm  property,  and  interest  on  the  farm  mortgage  debt. 

Expenditures  on  new  buildings,  motor  vehicles,  and  other  capital  equipment  are  not  included  as  a 
production  cost.    Production  expenses  include  instead  an  allowance  for  annual  depreciation  and  other 
capital  consvmiption.

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Estimates  of  depreciation  are  based  on  replacement  cost,  which  is  the  amount  necessary  at  current 
prices  to  replace  buildings  and  equipment  used  up  during  the  year.    Thus,  after  a  period  of  substantial 
price  increase,  as  has  occurred  since  World  War  II,  the  current  replacement  cost  basis  resxilts  in  larger _ 
depreciation  charges  than  would  estimates  on  an  original  cost  basis.    For  example,  during  1966  -68,  farm 
machinery  prices  rose  some  Ik  percent. 

Farm  operators'  realized  net  income  represents  what  is  left  from  realized  gross  farm  income  after 
deducting  farm  production  expenses.    This  is  siibstantially  the  net  income  realized  from  sales. 

Net  change  in  farm  inventories  measures  the  change  in  physical  quantities  of  livestock  and  crops  on 
farms,  valued  at  average  prices  prevailing  during  the  year.  For  seme  purposes,  particularly  for  combin- 
ing with  the  national  inccme  estimates  of  the  nonfarm  economy,  which  measure  the  net  value  of  production 
during  the  calendar  year,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  account  changes  in  farm  inventories.  However,  it 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  value  of  a  buildup  in  inventories  is  "unrealized"  until  sold  and  that 
prices  realized  at  the  time  of  sale  may  be  considerably  different  from  those  prevailing  during  the  year 
of  accumulation. 

Farm  operators '  total  net  income  is  their  realized  income  plus  or  minus  the  value  of  the  net  change 
in  inventories.    It  is  the  figure  included  in  the  national  income  estimates  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  as  farm  proprietors'  income. 

Farm  wages  of  laborers  on  farms  represents  the  income  received  by  farm  laborers  living  on  farms 
from  wages  paid  by  farm  operators . 

Personal  income  of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources  is  the  sum  of  the  personal  income  of  the 
farm  population  from  farm  and  nonfarm  sources.     Personal  income  from  farm  sources  is  the  total  net  in- 
come of  farm  operators,  including  Government  payments,  less  the  net  income  of  nonresident  farm  operators, 
plus  wages  and  salaries  and  other  labor  inccme  of  farm  resident  workers,  less  contributions  of  farm 
resident  operators  and  workers  to  social  insurance.    Personal  income  of  the  farm  population  from  nonfarm 
sources  consists  of  income  received  from  nonfarm  wages  and  salaries,  business  and  professional  income, 
interest,  and  transfer  payments,  such  as  unemployment  compensation,  social  security,  and  veterans  bene- 
fits.   Also  included  is  rental  income  from  nonfarm  sources  and  an  estimate  of  income  from  items  such  as 
dividends  and  royalties. 

The  components  used  in  calculating  the  personal  income  of  the  farm  population  are  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table:

The  per  capita  personal  income  of  the  farm  population  is  derived  by  dividing  the  appropriate  totals 
by  the  number  of  people  living  on  farms. 
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
